WASHINGTON, March, 24.— ]Altlioug] 


the main Cuban resolutions have been 
recommitted to conference tha subjee 
cams up incidentally today on Mr. 
Milla' resolution for the forcible occupa- 
tion of the island of Cuba to aid the 
Cubans in Eecurinc local self govern- 
ment. 


Mills epoke in support of big Cuban 


resolution. He said the previous reso- 
lutions wore inadequate. The people of 
Cuba had far more claims on the United 
States than a mere recognition of bellig- 
erency. If Ireland or Poland or Hun- 
gary had struck for liberty today the 
hearts of the American people would 
beat in sympathy, hut Cuba had closer 
relations because she ie a part of the 
Western hemisphere over which th'e 
Monroe doctrine extended the iniluence 
of this country .

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Milla declared that the Monroe doc- 


trine was the law of protection and aa 
such God waa the author of it. 


Jefferson had used plaiu words in 


threatening to join England and sweep 
the French fleets from the seas if France 
persisted in holding the mouth of the 
Mississippi river. The sania spirit had 
brought forth 
President Cleveland's 


Venezuelan message. 


Cuba stood as the key to the gulf and 


our unvarying policy, said Mr. Mills, 
had been to resist any transfer of Cuba 
to another monarchy. The United States 
had stood oy as a jailer and prevented 
Cuba from going to -France or England. 
And, if we insist on keening Cuba jn 
the possession of Spain, was it not the 
moral obligation of the United States to 
see that Spain gave Cuba fair govern- 
ment, to see that the hell of Spanish 
despotism was lifted from the Cuba peo- 
ple? 


The day will come, said Mr. Mills, 


•when the American conscience will bo 
aroused to its guilt in permitting the op- 
pression of Cuba, and when that con- 
sciousness cornea the American people 
will fill this chamber with senators who 
will atop oppression. The senator read 
of atrocities attributed to General Wey- 
ler, and added: 


"This is the work of the atrocious 


scoundrel. He could not be in Cuba to- 
d(.y if the United States would demand 
.his sword. How the cheeks of our 
American women must be suffused, how 
onr children must blush, to know that 
this government stands idly by while 
Spain, with the keys of her dungeons 
dangling at her side, permits such an 
atrocious villain to raise his gun against 
defenseless women." 


The protection which Spain gave to 


Cuba was the protection ffhich the 
hawk gives to the dove, Cuba cries to 
us, ".Deliver us from these monsters," 
and yet we etaud meekly, serving only 
as Spain's jailor. In the senator's own 
state of Tessa they had, he said, drunk 
of the dregs of Spanish brutality. He 
related the circumstances of the anni* 
dilation of Santa Ana's forces on Texas 
-soil, and reviewed the bloodiness of the 
Yirginius affair. To the shame of our 
.government we had permitted the Yir- 
giniua atrocity to stand almost without 
reparation. 


Referring to the objections coming 


from commercial sources, Air. Mills 
.quoted the words of Goldsmith: "Honor 
fails when commerce long prevails." 
The senator said'he had just received a 
lettar aaaertins that "another foot has 
turned jingo" and asking him why he 
iiad not left jingoism to Mr. Lodge and 
Mr. Chandler. The letter was signed 
•"A Disgusted Democrat." 
"Now, ;i I had theX rays," said Mr. 


Mills, "and used it in examining the 
.pocket of the writer of that letter, I 
would find sugar stock there." 


The senator cloaed with a figurative 


picture of Cuba lying like a cripple at 
our gate with extended arms and a 
shrunken cheek, crying, "Help us; help 
us." 
There was a ripple of applause as Mr. 


Mills cloaed. 


Mr. Morgan followed with further evi- 


•deiice of tbe existence of war in Cuba. 
This brought out a protest from Mr. 
Hale, who pointed out that the Cuban 
.resolutions had been formally re-com- 
.mitted to a conference committee, the 
understanding being that tbe entire sub- 
ject was recommitted. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's re-i 


marks Mr. Mills' resolution went to tbe 
calendar, and the senate resumed the 
consideration of the executive appropri- 
ation bill. The bill was completed with 
the exception oi the. items in relation to 
the compensation of district attorneys, 
marshals, commissioners, etc. 


The legislative bill was laid aside and 


a bill passed excepting logging cars from 
the operations o! the law requiring cars 
:to be equipped with grabironB, etc.

A bill was passed amending the act 


• creating a circuit court, of appeals, so as 
to give an appeal on court orders ap- 
pointing receivers. 


When the committee on. military af- 


fairs waa called there was a feeble echo 
of the war talk raieed by the President's 
Venezuela raeaaage. It will be remem- 
bered that the senate at that time 
passed 'Senator Hill's bill removing tbe 
restriction to appointment in the army 
or navy of persona who Held a commis- 
sion in the army or navy befora the 
rebellion and who subsequently engaged 
in insurrection against the 
United 


States. Mr. Hull, chairman oi tbe com- 
mittee, said this bill would remove the 
last restriction o.i the statute books 
against es-con federate soldiers. 


The debate that followed was both in- 


teresting and entertaining. Mr. Bon- 
telle took the floor in opposition to the 
bill. He did not hoU a commission 
from the union soldiers, he said, and 
represented nobody but himself. But he 
could see no reason for the passage o 
tnis bill. The sentiment behind it was 
very beautiful but wlnt practical pur- 
pose would it subserve?

itiou at a parity in purchasing and 
ebt paying power; that we are earn- 
itly opposed under the present condi* 
ous to the free and unlimited coinage 
silver for the manifest reason that it 
onld destroy such" parity, enormoaaly 
ontract the volume of our currency by 
orcing gold out of circulation and im- 
mediately place us on a silver basis. 


Believing al?f- that it is a self evident 


act that tbe efi,:ct of the international 
emo actuation of silver can only be 
vercome by tbe international romoneti- 
ation of that metal, the Republican 
mrty of Minnesota moat heartily favors 
n international conference for that por- 
iose.

EVENING SESSION. 


It waa 7.53 when temporary Chairman 
arsons called the convention to order 
onight. 'Senator Bracket!, chairman of 
ie committee on contested seats, then 
ead his report. When he read that the 
tting delegates in all but one district 
ad been allowed to retain their seats 
icro were cbeera and applause, and the 
eporb was' adopted with verv little op- 
osition. 
Frederick S. Gibbs, of the committee 
u .permanent organizatian, reported 
ie name of Congressman G. L. South- 
ick of Albany for permanent chair- 


man, and thelists for vice president and 
ecretary. 
While the secretary was 


eading, Thomas C. Platt entered the 
tall and the delegates arose and cheered 
lim, while the band stopped proceedings 
o play "Hail to the Chief." Theu 
omebody proposed "Three cheers for 
homas C. Platt," and they were given 
ith a will. Chairman Lauterback, of 
he county committee, also came in for 
share of the applause, and it was ten 
ainutes before order could be restored.

The law of the land which permits a 


jury to hear the evidence in a case and 
render a verdict which may amount to 
something or 
nothing, as a judge 


chooses; i.e., the law of the land which 
makes a jury in many instances nothing 
more than a shadow of reality, has re- 
sulted in a peculiar and somewhat atait- 
ling combination of circuuistances in a 
case at Oakland. The case was thatcl 
thu people against Louis A. Muhlner, 
rho waa charged with the murder of 
ia sweetheart. The jury, after listen- 
ng to the evidence, brought in a verdict 
hat Muhlner was guilty of manslaUEh- 


Ttie judge straightway set aeide 


ie verdict on the ground that "there 


was evidence sufficient to warrant a ver- 


tct of murder, out not evidence suffi- 
ent to warrant a verdict of mauslaugh- 
ir." 
From this ruling the prosecution bag 
ppealed to the supreme court, but its 
nea appear to be particularly hard in 
oing so, for unless the court shall ro- 
eree its judgment of- the other day, it 
can do nothing else excnpt to decide 
hat the superior judge acted strictly 
ithin his authority in setting aside the 
erdict. 
And if it BO decides, what then? Why, 
ien Louis A. Muhlner must go free, 
n the opinion of the prevailing author- 
y there ia no evidence to jattify a ver- 
ict of manslaughter, and he has been 
n jeopardy and was found guiltleea on 


charge of murder. To bo euro, the 
ourt and jury.agreed that he unjuatifi- 
bly killed his sweetheart, hut is it not 
ar better that this slayer of a woman 
hould go unpunished than that the 
ury should view the matter as the judge 
Loes iiot7 Clearly iE you do not ccn- 
:ider that it is better, you and the law 
are at antipodes.

Dr. Dunn followed with an 
able paper, "Thoughts on Anesthesia." 
The noon hour by this time arrived and 
an adjournment was taken till 1.30. 


The afternoon session opened with the 


reading of a paper, "The Bacillus o] 
Tuberculosis — Methods of Examina- 
tion," by Dr. Sherman of Merced. Dr. 
Taggart followed on "Malaria, Its Treat- 
ment and Some of Ita Complications," 
"Pyrexia and Ita Control." waa the sub- 
ject for a paper hy Dr. Aiken. Dr. 
Miner read a paper on " Formol in 
Purulent Opthalmia," and Dr. Miller o£ 
Hauford one on "Autitoxine in Diph- 
theria." Dr. Miller stated that he had 
had favorable results with the new dis- 
covery. 


The papers were all of merit, the sub- 


jects in all cases being well handled. 


The report of the committee on con< 


stitutioa and by-laws was next taken op, 
and after some discussion and amend- 
ments, were adopted. 


The society will meet semi-annually, 


in March and October. An adjourn- 
ment was then taken till the evening 
seaaton. 


Regular physicians residing in the 


counties of San Joaquin, Stanislaus, 
Merced, Madera, Fresno, Tolare, Kings 
and Kern, are eligible to membership 
in the society.

MRS. DAVIDSON ON TRIAL. 


The Defense's Motion for a Continu- 


ance Was Den ed. 


SAN FRASCIBCO, March 23.—The trial 


of Mrs. Mary A. Davidson, charged with 
having extorted $500 from Rev. C. 0. 
Brown, was begun in thu superior court 
this morning. The attorney for the de- 
fense moved for a continuance on the 
ground that Miss Mattie Overman and 
Mrs. TuQuell, necessary witnesses for 
the 
defense, 
were absent, one in 


Mexico and the other near the Mexican 
border. 


The couneel said he intended to prove 


by these witnesses that a conspiracy 
was formed'between Dr. llrown, Mattie 
Overman and Mrs. Tumiell to falsely 
accuse -and convict Mrs. Davidson of 
blackmail. He added that the absent 
witnesses were being supplied with 
money by Dr. Brown to absent them- 
selves from the city at this time. 


All these statements were supported 


by affidavits of Mrs. Davidson after- 
wards filed. The court denied the mo- 
tion for a continuance, Etatii>« that the 
absent witneasepj were beyond his juris- 
diction and would not probably come 
within his jurisdiction. 


The defendant excepteil tn the decis- 


ion, and tbe rest of the day was occu- 
pied in an attempt to secure a jury. 
The district attorney is assisted in the 
prosecution by two criminal lawyers. 


ARRESTED FDR ARSON. 


Lessees of Woodland Mills Charged 


With Burning the Property. 


WOODLAND, March 23.—Phil M. Col- 


lins and 0. A. Shepard, late lessees of 
the Woodland millg.were arrested today 
on a charge of arson. The Woodland 
mills were set on fire on the night of 
January 27th, but it was discovered in 
time to Eave the mills. On the follow- 
ing night another fire broke out, and 
thia time the milla .were destroyed. E. 
R. Shirley.night watchm&n at the mills, 
ia the chief witness againfit the men. 
Shirley saya that Collina aud Shepard 
told him that they had tried to burn the 
mill on January 2/th, and that they of- 
fered him $1000 to join them in another 
attempt. 
Shirley at first consented,, 


and an agreement waa made that the 
milla should be burned on the night ol 
January 28th. Shirley repented, how- 
ever, and told Collina and Shepard that 
he would have nothing to do with the 
plan. On the night of January 28th 
Shirley waa laid off and another watch- 
man employed. That night the mill 
and ita contents were burned. Collina 
and Shepard have been held in $2000 
bail, which they will probably secure 
tonight.

penalty of a habit oi the itinerant re- 
vivalist class of making wholesale and 
unwarranted denunciation of the com- 
muuitiea where they hold their meet- 
ings. Of a very large proportion of this 
claes of preachers sensationalism is their 
breath of professional life; by it they at- 
tract crowds to their cervices, and in EO 
•way is this more successfully accom- 
plished than by denouncing in unmere- 
ured and 
untruthful terms the im- 


morality of the people to whom they 
have couie with the message of ea' 
tion. 


Il is the common custom, of too many 


evangelists to assert that the place in 
which they happen to be preaching ie 
tho wickedest they have ever seen; that 
hell is apparently very near by and that 
unheard of wickedness is rampant. Th: 
eort of preaching attracts hearers, just 
as yellow-bound literature with the title 
page printed iu red ink attract tlie at- 
tention of a sensation-loving public 
Unquestionably some of the people wli 
are attracted by these methods are 
thereby brought under the cowl influ- 
ences of the church and induced to lend 
better lives, but that there is an offset- 
ting loss, and a very eerious one, of the 
esteem and veneration held for the 
churches by the mass of thinking peop!e, 
is equally certain. 


It EO happened that Evangelist John- 


eon came to Fresno at a time when pub- 
lic patience with pulpit sensationalism 
had been pnt to a severe test, and people 
were ready for revolt. The repetition 
'by him of the preposterous and shame- 
fully false 
statement regarding the 


chastity of young girls of the city, wa?, 
BO to speak, the final etraw which broke 
the camel's back. The patient but 
overburdened public turned upon its 
tradacer in an unpleasant way, aud il 
was fully justified in doing EO. 


The REPUBLICAN regrets the unfortu- 


nate notoriety which cornea to Fresno 
and to a worthy church and conscien- 
tious pastor through the public vontila.- 
tion of tbis matter, but it has no regret 
for the part it has taken i* hrinping it 
about. The sort of thing against which 
this paper and the people of Fresno 
lifted their voice in protest yesterday 
bad already been permitted to go too 
far, and au effective rebuke was neces- 
sary.

alarmed at the rising tide of popularity

They nee clearly that this enthusiasm 
for the prominent exponent of protec- 
tion is the forecasting of a tidal wave 
that will tiweep their free trade ship 
from its shallow mooring, and leave it a 
hopeless wreck on the rocky and barren 
shores to which it has carried the iwopie 
during the tempestuous voyage of the 
past three yeare. 


The fears of the free traders are very 


plainly shown in their newspapers.ench 
expressions as thp following from the 
San Francisco >.'.mminer being fair sam- 
ples of the way in which McKinley's 
candidacy is being disparaged by tbem: 


The Democrats could with lor nothing 


better. The very things that make Mr. 
McKinley strong as a candidate for a 
nomination make him weak as a candi- 
date for election. 


That is rather a remarkable proposi-

This clearly shows that McKiuley is a 
man of too much breadth to entertain 
aay b':i;o:ed or arbitrary idea of the in- 
falibility in everyjparticnlar of the tariff 
which bears his name. With becoming 
modesty and candor he simply stands 
for the principle of protection, as any 
candidate nominated by the Republican 
party would, and as President he would 
unquestionably give his support and 
sanction to tbe action of a Republican 
congress representing the will of the peo- 
ple on this or any other questions of 
vital importanca. 


That the people are fully justified in 


their desire to emphasize their demand 
for a return to protection is borne • out 
by the unanswerable logic of facts—the 
results as shown by the record of exper 
ience under a Democratic tariff. The 
record of the Wilson tariff hi figures 
which loudly proclaim incapacity, and 
ruinoQS loss to the people, are thus 
briefly given in a recent issue of the Ran 
Francisco Call: 


During the first eighteen months oi 


the active operation the revenues de- 
rived under the Wilson-Gorman tariff 
were $72,000,000 lees than the running 
expenses of the government, and nearly 
$100,000,000 lees thau the revenue re- 
ceived from customs duties during the 
first eighteen months of the McKinley 
tariff. 


Under the McKiuley tariff there was 


imported into tbia country during the 
year 1894 about $65,000,000 worth of 
staple articles of farm produce, but in 
1895, under the present tariff, the im- 
ports of such products aggregated $134,- 
000,000, representing a loss to the Amer- 
ican farmer of ahont '$70,000,000 in a 
•'ngle year. 


A tariff which fails to produce the 


revenue required by the governmenl 
and which has only served to increase 
the importation of foreign products and 
manufactures to the detriment of the 
producers and workmen of thia country 
must give way. to a system of imporl 
duties which will reverse these disas- 
trous conditions, and the people who 
are expressing their preference for Mc- 
Kinley for the presidency are giving 
emphasis to their protest against the 
free trade regime. 


The Democratic attack upon the reci- 


procity clause of the McKinley tariff is 
another example of partisan blander 
ing and incapacity upon which tbe peo- 
ple are anxious to place the eeal of their 
condemnation. 
During the compara- 


tively short time in which that tari£ 
was in operation the value and im 
portance of its reciprocity provision was 
BO thoroughly demonstrated that it ii 
simply incomprehensible that partisan- 
ship could have gone to the extreme 
which it did in destroying it. Rapid 
gains were being made ip oar exports to 
every country with which reciprocal 
relations were established, and not a 
Single resulting disadvantage could be 
pointed out. The sentiment of the

uas found recent expreillon iu & peti- 
tion to the Bub-committee o! the House 
Committee on Ways and Means from 
the American National Association of 
FartnerSi in which, among other im- 
portant things, is pointed out "that be- 
fore tbe act of 1890 Spain, in order to 
control the trade of her West Indian 
colonies, imposed a duty of nearly $5.50 
& barrel on American flour, or about 
100 per cent, but under the convention 
which resulted from section 3 of tbe 
McKinley bill, the duty was reduced to 
$1 per 220 pounds, large redactions were 
made in the duties on other breadstuffn, 
the duties on fifteen loading commodi- 
ties were reduced one-half, and about 
forty articles were added to ths free list.

advanced by leaps and bounds, so that 
under the three years of the McKinley 
bill our export trade increased some 
$8,000,000, and oar import trade $14,- 
000,000. The moment the law of 1894 
was paeeed abrogating this treaty or 
convention, Spain advanced the duty on 
Hour to $4.75 per 220 pounds, which is 
almost a prohibitory rate." 


The throwing aside of euch evident 


advantages as these to the American 
farmer is one of the many indefensible 
wrongs to the people of this country for 
which the Democratic party must an-

If the code of honor 
ia not the sauie among nations us among 
individuals, it should be. 


There is another point from which the 


Cuban mutter should be viewed. It 
will occur to anybody that a natural re- 
sult of the passage ol the Mills resolu- 
tion would bo the annexation of Cuba. 
Jyow it is by no means certain that such 
annexation would be an unmixed bles- 
sing, or, indeed, any kind of a blessing. 
The great natural strength of thia nation 
in the pa*t lias been in its compactness. 
The domain, with the exception of 
Alaska, is unsegregated. 
In the physi- 


cal world, as ia the moral, "in union ia 
etrength." We have had all the ad- 
vantage of this physical union. 


But if Cuba were annexed to -the 


United States, the complete physical 
union of the states would be at an end. 
There eho would lie, alone in the greac 
waters, and the national honor would 
be pledged to her defense.

her protection, the navy most be greatly 
increased and her defences miiBt be of 
the strongest.

EARLY ADJOURNMENT WANTED 


The House Continues Consideration 


of the Naval Appropriation 


Bill. 


'WASIUXGTOS, March 25.—Tlie first re- 


ference to tlie adjournment of congress 
came in the senate today in a formal 
resolution offered by Platt, proposing an 
adjournment on May 2J. Pl&tt said hie 
purpoee was to call attention to the de- 
sirability ot aa early adjournment. The 
resolution was referral to the appropri- 
ations committee, as any determination 
aa to adjournment must depend upon 
the condition of appropriation hills. 


The adoption of a resolution allowing 


ex-Preaident Harrison to receive decora- 
tions from Spain and lirazil was post 
poned 
by an objection from 
^Allen, 


1'opuliat of Nebraska. 


During the day Gallinger of New 


HampHhire proposed an amendment 
prohioitiujj ttie United States or any 
Htftte from giving any recognition or 
financial aid to any church or religious 
institution. 


Most of tho tlay was spent on the ex- 


ecutive appropriation bill, which ie nol 
yet completed. 


The question of reforming the fee sys- 


tem of tho United Stateo attorneys and 
marshals occasioned much debate. Hoar 
opposed the change from fees to salaries 
by means of au appropriation bill, as it 
,was a large subject, Deeding separate 
treatment. 


Allen, Populist of .Nebraska, attacked 


the high salaries proposed to be given to 
district attorneys, and criticised tho 
manner in which these salaries were be- 
ing put through the senate. He eaid 
that the offices <of district attorneys were 
given frequently in payment of political 
debts, and instead .of requiring a high 
degree of legal talent, the places some- 
times went to "shysters" who could not 
earn a living out of office. 


George, Democrat of Mississippi, at- 


tacked tbe entire policy of giving high 
salaries, aud showed that the governors 
and attorney generals of states received 
less by half than the bill proposed al- 
lowed federal district attorneys. 


Allen also criticised the provision al- 


lowing the attorney general 10 designate 
the number of deputy marshals. He 
apote against the "iiorde of office hold- 
ers." 


Under Buchanan the government'cost 


$50,000,000 annually and now it coots 
$500,000,000. In that time the popula- 
tion bad doubled but the government 
expenditures had increased ten fold. 
Officials were thrusting their hands into 
the trea&ury, and by hook and crook, 
mainly by crook, seeking to increase 
their salaries. The purpose of this pro- 
vision was to add to the offices con- 
trolled by a legislative office. 


Hoar responded warmly that the sen- 


ate could not waste its time investigat- 
ing into the details of the number uf 
deputy marshals in each, of the seventy- 
seven districts of the United States. If 
it did it would become a laughing stock. 
If the government could not trust the 
attorney general in hia duty, tben the 
American government had better shut 
up shop and apply to some Populisl 
club to carry ou ita affairs. 


After an extended debate the salaries 


for district attorneys and marshala were 
agreed to as reported, with a few minor 
changes. 


The legislative appropriation bill was 


not completed, when at 5.30 the senate 
went into executive session and eooi 
after adjourned, 


1 HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON", March 25.—The houee 


today took up tbe naval appropriation 
bill and made suuh rapid progress witb 
it that when the adjournment was 
reached all the paragraphs had been 
passed save those relating to the increase 
of tbe navy. The bill carries $31,611,- 
034, or $2,4(58,438 more than the current 
law, and authorizes four now battle 
ahipa and fifteen torpedo boats, the 
C°9E of which Complete will be almost 
$00,000,000. .Not a single amendment 
was adopted, although there was an 
effort to provide for a new dry dock at 
the League Island yard. 


During the day Boutelle and Wheeler 


continued their altercation of yesterday 
over the record of the Democrats on the 
bill to retire General Grant. The other 
incident oi the day arose in connection 
with an attack made by Gannon, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee 
on the naval olflww detailed at the 
naval observatory.

SANTA CRUZ, March 25.—Tbe Labor 


Exchange has secured a large timber 
claim and is making arrangements for 
the erection of a sawmill, Riving em- 
ployment to many men. A store will 
also be established. The experiment of 
the exchange will be watched with in- 
terest all over tbe state. The idea is to 
exchange produce for merchandise and 
to make what ia raised or produced take 
the place of money as much as possible. 


If a member raises fruit or grain ha 


can go to the exchange store and ex- 
change it for groceries, wearing apparel 
or any thing he may need. The main 
object is to furnish a market for what- 
ever the members may produce, so that 
nothing will go to waste. In order to 
stock the store members have deposited 
cash for which time checks were given 
redeemable in merchandise. The men 
at the sawmill will not be paid in money 
but will be given labor checks pood at 
the store for merchandise or whatever 
may be needed.

FRASCISCO, March 2li.—United" 


States Judge Morrow rendered a 'decis- 
in the celebrated "Zante currant" case- 
today, in which he held that all cur- 
rants coming from 1'atrag and Oepha-- 
onia, in the island of Zante, were Zante 
mrrants in the meaning of the tariff 
aw, and therefore subject to United 
States datiee. 


Tbe matter was brought up by Col- 


lector of the Port Wise in an applica- 
tion for a writ of review of the ques- 
tions of law involved in the decision of 
the board of United States general ap- 
praisers nt New York in the matter of 
Lhe classification of 500 barrels of cur- 
rants at San Francisco, which was in- 
voiced as "plum pudding, label J cur- 
ranta." The collector classified them as 
Xante currants, and aesepsed a duty of 
'^ cents a pound thereon. 


The importers fill d a protest with the 


general appraisers, claiming tlie cur- 
rants were not Zante currants, but cur- 
rants grown in the provinces of Greece 
and therefore free of duty ae dried fruit 
not otherwise provided for in the Wil- 
eon bill. 
The appraisers upheld the 


protest, and thereupon Collector Wise 
referred the question to the United 
States conrt for final adjudication.

It baa always been tbe policy of tb) 


REH'HLICA** to extend courtesy and give 
all reasonable assistance to tbe churches 
of Freauo in carrying on their work 
Such will still be its policy. It baa re- 
frained from criticism at times when 
criticism appeared justified, merely be- 
cause it bas hesitated to lay a straw in 
tbe way of possible irood. But there are 
times when a family newspaper m 
do its duty and remain silent. 


So long as tbe limits of fairness ant 


decency are not transgressed, it is better 
to let ministers of tbe gospel alone. But 
Fresno of late bas had more tban 
its share of itinerants who have sought 
to attract attention and gain notoriety 
by sweeping assertions aud vicious at- 
tacks. Because these utterances have 
been made in the sacred precincts ol 
tbe pulpit has been the reason why thia 
paper baa not protested before now; 
but in defense of tbe homes, honor and 
virtue ol the people of this city, it ia 
now time to lift a voice of protest against 
tbe methods and language of Evangelist 
Johnson, who for some time has been 
conducting a revival at the K street 
Methodiet church. 


A church is not a circue, yet if the 


members oi the church huve no objec- 
tion to a tendency in that direction, tho 
press has no right to object. The church 
la not a theater, yet if theatrical beha- 
vior is agreeable to those who attend, 
that is thoir affair. But when a minis- 
ter in thft pulpit,on authority so obscure 
that it baa no name, boldly attacks the 
virtue of the daughters of Fresno's 
homes, and seeks to destroy by slander 
«\'l that ifl held sacred by parents, bro- 
thers and sisters, it is time for tbe press 
to let ita voice be beard. 


In his sermon on Sunday morning, 


and again in bin sermon "to men only" 
on Tuesday evening, Rev. Johnson an- 
nounced tbat, according to bis informa- 
tion, two-tbirdB ot the girls of thia city 
are ruined before they reach the age of 
14, He declared that it was a terrible 
state of affairs. 


Rev. Johnson's attack naturally caused 


great indignation, and was talked of on 
the streets and was condemned iu tbe 
severest terms. So flagrant was the at- 
tack, and HO openly made, upon the 
young girls of this city, without dis- 
crimiiiation or explanation, tbat the 
statements could not go unchallenged. 


A representative of tho REPUBLICAN, 


accompanied by a newspaper man oE 
Sail Francisco, called yesterday at Rev. 
Johnson's boarding house, on Stanislaus 
Etreet.. He waa at dinner, but pres- 
ently came into tbe parlor, and upon 
being asked ou what authority he had 
made tbat startling assertion, he denied 
that bo had given it as a fact, but merely 
as a report which had reached him. 
When asked where be beard it, he said 
he met a man on the street who told 
him that not more than one-third of the 
girla in this city 14 yeara of age are vir- 
tuoas. Wheu'pressed further for the 
author of that slander he declined to 
give his name, but paid he waa A gradu- 
ate of-Boston university, then corrected 
himself and said it wan Brown univer- 
sity. Ho was much fiustrated when 
pressed still further for the author, and 
asking to be excused,_left tbe room. 


He shortly returned, accompanied by 


hie wife and .by a. gentleman,, and re- 
marked: 
*'T want witnesses to what 


takes place here."

Mrs. Johnson is a much better talker 


than her husband. He became confused 
and excited wben pinned down on any 
of his broad assertions: but Mrs. John- 
son stoutlv maintained her position. 
With much vehemenceahedeclared that 
the wickedness of this city was terrible; 
that she thought tbe schools were the 
cause for it, and that she knew things 
about'Fresno girla which she had never 
BO much as told her husband. Then 
she began reciting individual casea 
which bad come to her notice since she 
reached Freauo, and ended by saying 
that Mr. Johnson's head was level when 
he declined to tell who the "Brown 
university" man is, for if hia identity is 
left in doubt, every mother of a daugh- 
ter will look with a suspecting eye upon 
all young men who visit her daughters.

street, he addreaaed the people, telling 
hem to keep cool and within the 
roundB of reason, and not to do any- 
,hing \vbich coulil brine discredit upon 
the fair name of Fresno. He announced 
ibat Rev. Johnson had retracted his 
itatement and bad made a public apol- 
ogy to the people of this city. 


Meanwhile the evangelist was making 


the beatoi tbe opportunity to get away. 
While the crowd was listening to the 
speech o( Mr. BriggB on I etreetj Sheriff 
scott hurried Johnson out of the bank 
by the Mariposa street door, and tbey 
went in a hurry up Mariposa street and 
were out of reach before the -crowd 
kccw what had taken place. Tbe evan- 
geliat went to hia boarding bouse on the 
corner of 0 and Stanislaus etreete. 


After the evangelist had gotten naffily 


away, the citizens' committee in session 
in tbe bank concluded that the public 
demonatration juat witnessed on the 
Street and the general feeling apparent 
on all sides were such tbat steps ought 
to be taken to assist Rev. JohnFon safely 
out of town before any physical ban 
should coma to him. It waa decided to 
appoint a committee to wait on him at 
once and tell him that hia personal 
safety required hie immediate depart- 
ure from Fresno. It waa, however, to 
be voluntary with him whether he 
would or would not go. The committee 
was instructed to protect tho evangelist 
while getting out of town, provided he 
would go at once, but if tie would not 
go, the committee's dtitle? ceased. 


The committee appoiritpd fur thia busi- 


ness consisted of Colonel T. J. Hay, Pro- 
fessor T. L Hcaton, John M(,Mullin, 
Horace Hawes 
and H. II 
Welsh. 


Colonel Hay asked to be excueed for the 
reason that he is a member of tho Na- 
tional Onitnl, and in the prftcont excite- 
ment he mitfht be needed elsewhere, 
but upon further consideration he ac- 
cented tho place on the committee. 


It was agreed that thft members of the 


committee should go eepar*t«ly in order 
not to attract attention, and to meet at 
the residence of Rev, GilUu, They did

Jt was stilted that he 
would probably return in a short time, 
but it is not likely that he will pay an- 
other visit to this city in the immediate 
future. 


Just before he left he remarked that 


he had been iu evangelical work twenty- 
two years, and never before hud he met 
with the reception that Fri-sno gave 
him.

eclared he would hazard the appropria- 
.on ami risk an extra session rathe 
han have the changes made by means 
f a rider to nn appropriation bill. The 
legislative bill was then laid aside.

Bills were passed fixing Sitka and

HOUSE. 


WASHIXOTOX, March 26.— Tha naval 


appropriation bill was passed today by 
the house without substantial amend- 
ment. An effort wag made by the ad- 
vocates of a. larger increase of the naval 
strength than was authorized by the 
bill to increase the number of battle- 
ships from four to six. Thia increase 
was supported on the floor by Messrs. 
Haiiley, Cuinminga and Johusou, of 
California, and opposed by Messrs. 
Boutelle, chairman of tho committee, 
Hulick and Robinson. The house by a 
large majority stood by the recommen- 
dation of the committee, the proposition 
for six battleships mustering but 32 
votes against 134. Various other amend- 
ments were offered, but all failed. The 
bill as passed carries $31,611,034 and 
authorizes the construction of four bat- 
tleships and -fifteen torpedo boats, the 
total co^t of which will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $35,000,000. 
The sundry 


civil appropriation bill, which was re- 
ported today, will be. taken up tomor- 
~ow. 


It was decided to allow three hours 


for general debate on the paragraph re- 
lating to tho increase of the navy. Mr. 
Hanley, Republican of Indiana, a mem- 
ber of the naval committee, who favored 
a larger increase in the" navv than the 
majority of the committee," argued in 
favor of an amendment which he gave 
notice he would offer to increase the 
number of battleships from fear to six. 
Although his people lived .1000 miles 
from tidewater, they wefe patriotic 
enough and proud enough to desire to 
3ea their country with a navy befitting 
her position as the greatest country on 
the globe. He thought it was time for 
the United States to enter upon a dis- 
tinctively national policy. He referred 
to the aggressions of Great Britain and 
our foreign complications an an argu- 
ment for a strong navy. 


The Republicans pursued a similar 


course. iSo party could afford to block 
tho destiny of the United States, and 
now that the Republicans were clothed 
with power they should not hesitate to 
carry out the promises made when they 
were in the opposition. 


Mr. Hulick, Republican of Ohio, said 


tie indorsed all Mr. Hanley had said, 
but ho urged that, in view of the condi- 
tion of the treasury, it was unwise to 
isa more' than four battle ships in this 
jill. Aa to the building of dry docks, 
;he secretary of the navy thought it was 
better to expend the money to be ap- 
Dropriated for ships than dry docks, and 


time. 


, 


the latter at some subsequent 


Mr. Tohnson, Republican of Califor- 


nia, favored the Hauley amendment for 
six battle ships instead of four. He 
ridiculed tbe bravado with which we 
had during the last few mouths an-4 
uounced our willingness to declare war 
in the first-class powers of tho world. 
With our navy our present declarations 
vere preposterous. In the event of war 
with England we would be powerless to 
irevent British ships from coming up 
ibe-Potomac aa they did in 1813, and 
sacking thft capital of the country. We 
needed a atrone: navy. If we were to 
continue to parade ourselves among the 
nations of the earth with a chip on our 
shoulder, we must be prepared to fight 
if tbe'chip was knocked off. No matter 
liow just our cause might be, the devils 
in hell would laugh at our discomfiture, 
and say we deserved our fate because we 
were not prepared. 


Mr. Robinson, Republican of Penn- 


sylvania, argued in support of the judg- 
ment of tbe committee. He bad lis- 
tened, be eaid, to the "forensic song 
and dance" of the gentlemen from In- 
diana and California, bat that did not 
appeal to him. He and his people, be 
said, were in favor of a liberal appropri* 
ation for a modern navy to police our 
coast, but tbey did not favor an enor- 
mous navy for tba purpose of competing 
with England or continental powers in 
a display of militarism. 


Mr. CumuiiiiKa, Democrat of New 


York, aleo a member of tbe committee, 
Followed with a strong and eloquent 
'peech in favor of a larger Increase of 
the navy. 


Mr. Boutelle closed the general debate 


in favor of abiding by the judgment of 
the naval committee. This bill would 
be the largest authorization for ships in 
the history of the country and would 
tax onr capacities to the ntmost. 


In conclusion Mr. Boutelle expressed 


the bope tbat tbe Hanley amendment to 
increase tho number of battle ships from 
four to six would be voted down. 


The vote waa then taken on the 


amendment, and on a rising vote it waa 
defeated by 32 to 184. 


Mr. Fisher, Republican of New York, 


offered an amendment authorizing the 
President to order one or more of the 
vessels authorized in the bill to be 
bnilt in government yards when, in hia 
opinion, satisfactory evidence waa fur- 
nished him that they could be built so 
within the appropriation. It was im- 
portant, he said, that tbe shipbuilding 
plants at the government yards be kept 
in order. Tho amendment wna defeated, 
na wns one offered by Mr. Hilborn, Re- 
publican of California, to increase tbe 
number of torpedo boats to be built on 
the Pad tic coaet from oiie to five. 


Mr. Tale, Democrat of Georgia, of- 


fered au amendinp.nt to provide that 
draughtsmen and designers of tho plans 
of the ships should be citizens of the 
United States. 


Mr. Itoutelle ga:d each u provision 


would have deluded the designer of the 
monitor. Tbe amendment waa voted 
down. Mr. Mercert Republican of N«- 
brafika moved to name one of the battle- 
abipa Nebraska.

arifl' principles of the Republican irnrty. 


\Ve must recognize the fact that China 
is made rapid progress within the past 
wentv years. Consular reports show 
hat she has increased her cotton Bhip- 
leut from 37,000,000 pounds in 1886 to 
rer 1LM,000,000 pounds in 1894, and 


will he no mean competitor in the 
world's market at an early date. Japan, 
with improved European and American 
machinery, is placing fabrics in the 
vurld'a market. And remember, the 
ilver yen of Japan and tael of China, 
based on ailver, purchase today just as 
much, whether of lahnr, material or thft 
necessities of life, as they did twenty 
•«are ago. 


Such being the caee, a protective tar- 


ifLunder a single gold standard is an im- 
possibility, for it cannot he placed high 
inough to protect American producer? 
rom tbia Oriental competition, which is 
ostorcd by gold monometallism. In 
1874 the Chinese tael was worth $1.61 in 
jold. It ia now worth from 7o to SO 
cents. In 1874 tbe Japanese yen was 
worth $1 in gold; today about 50 cents. 
But whilfi the appreciation of gold un- 
der the single gold standard has euh- 
atantially divided wayes and the price 
of products in half in gold standard 
;onntriep, the ailver of China and Japan 
jave not decreased at all in its purchas- 
ing power. 


It is plain then tbat the Oriental may 


enter thu market of a gold standard 
country and sell bia wares, for yold, at 
jie Eatno price as tbe American pro- 
hicer; then with that gold purchase ex- 
change for double tbe amount, in taels 
or yens of silver which, in his own coun- 
:ry, pr.sa current at the same rate they 
iid twenty-three years ago. In other 


ila tlie Oriental manufacturer has, 


srac.tically, a bounty of 100 per cent 
jyer the American mauufacturer, by 
virtue of the sold standard, and no tar- 
ff, however high, could protect our in- 
dustries under such conditions. Pro- 
tection without bimetallism is an impos- 
sibility. 


Besides, gold l»inp limited both aa to 


quantity aud production, its price is too 
apt to he fixed by the rules of monopoly. 
[t can, and has been cornered, and its 
price thereby greatly enhanced beyond 
!lie legitimate increase under the laws of 
nipply ami d-mand. When silver waa 
demonetized, the demand for it as a 


loney metal ceased and the price fell. 
Gold would do the same under like 


conditions. It seems to me a vaiu hope 
;o depend on "natural bimetallism" for 
ealvation in this hour of the country's 
sore (listresa when tbe remedy is remon- 
tizatiou on a fair and honest baaia. As 
well wait for natural yardsticks and 
jeck measures to grow on trees as for 
'natural bimetallism" brought about by 
nnnatural financial doctoring. 
But, 


ike the results of much other of this 
world's K°°ds "doctoring," when the 
nfant succumbs to stupid nmlpractice, 
ilia tombstone, in words of pious com- 
mendation, generally crndita the ancels 
ivith the job. 


The creditor class, tbe money lender 


[rom Walt Street down naturally howl 
[or a gold standard with the earnestness 
af a Huntmgton pleading with congreas 
'or a refunding of the railroad debt. 
The plea is not based on principle, but 
private interest; not for public good but 
private cain. Sooner or later the Re- 
publican party will recognize the facl

The county board has fixed two dif- 
rent datea for the examination, and 
ill prepare two eels of questions for 
raduation examination, viz.: Tho first 
tiring the week beginning Monday,

The 
rat will be for those schools which close 
nor before May Sth; the second fo 
liose schools which close after May Sth 
s'inth-gradfi pupils of any school which 
loaea prior to April .20th may, upon 
oneent of the trustees, take the exam 
nation at any echool in tbo county 
chool which may be holding the exam- 
nation, provided that their teacher baa 
aade tlie requisite report to the county 
xmrd fla to fitness for graduation. 


Promotions in all grades below the 


_iinth are left entirely to tbe teacher, 
and they may be made at any time, 
'rovided, that at the clo?e of the term 
he teacher is required to report to the 
county superintendent, on blanks pro- 
•ided therefor, and leave a copy of such 
report in the district school register, 
bowing tbe classification or grade of 
;ach pupil belonging to the school. 


The teacher will also forward to the

DRIFTING TO SOCIALISM. 


A Correspondent's Interpretation 


of Signs of the Times. 


EDITOH REPoauci.v:—In a paragraph 


in McEwen'a letter, appearing in yonr 
iaaue of last Sunday, commenting upon 
the new political party and its socialistic 
platform, formed by the San Francieco 
labor and trades unions, we find the fol- 
lowing: "The new party is not likely 
to cut much of a figure in the campaign 
which ia at hauti, put when the artisan 
class ifl becoming infused with thoughts 
of this order and acquiring the habit of 
formulating 
their revolutionary de- 


mands, it ia plain enough what the poli- 
tics of the future ia bound to be." 


This ie both logic and prophecy, based 


on facts and philosophy, contirminc and 
correctly reading the signs of the timos. 
namely, that all reform movements are 
marching toward socialism. 


Socialism ia a plant of growth, and 


not a spontaneous generation, nor 
product of political combustion. 
It 


can only be planted and attain its full 
fruitage in a republic. In monarchies 
there i3 revolution; in republics evolu- 
tion. Socialism marches with thought, 
not daggers. It brings peace, uot war, 
and flcle from the plane of love, not 
hate. 


It is not an untried theorem, but is 


here, and is successful. 


In our public libraries, in our public 


parka, in our public schools, in our pub- 
lic poatofh'ce, we find the idea of social- 
ism ; we find public necessities run and 
controlled by the people. It ia not, 
therefore, a proposition, but a demon- 
strated remedy. 


Transportation, telegraphy, express 


mil eve'ry species of manufacture, to- 
gether with all natural necessities of 
the community, including land, water, 
air, light, and all pertaining thereto, 
are as public in their character and na- 
ture as are our educational and mail de- 
partments, and every circumstance that 
governs the one certainly governs, or 
should govern the other. 


If a public necessity ifl conducted by 


private individuals contrary to the satis- 
faction and interest oi the public, there 
is but one remedy, and that remedy is 
for the public to own and to conduct 
such necessity. 
So long as the public refuses to tati 


charge of its own affairs, and allows its 
affairs to be managed by private inter 
ests it is folly to complain about mo 
nopoliea, for private interest ia attend 
inc only to itself, and to espoet it to at 
tend to public interest IB certainly folly

High School. 


The Washington Union high school, 


located at Easton, has twenty pupilsen- 
rolled. Its course of study covers three 
years of high school wort besides the 
ninth grade of the grammer school 
course.

The term so far has been a complete 


success, the attendance regular and the 
interest unabated.

Probability Tliat the House Will be 


Asked to Accept the Senate

WASHUSOTOS, March 
25.—The con- 


ferees of the two houses on the Cuban 
resolutions held anotaer meeting today, 
bat again adjourned without reaching a 
conclusion. They, however, went far 
enough to justify tbe belief that another 
session, which will be held tomorrow, 
will conclude the conference. Thejndi- 
cations favor the recesaion of the honse 
from its position and the acceptance of 
the senate reaolutions. Tbe difficulties 
of getting any legislation which is 'op- 
posed, SB the Cuban resolutions are, 
through the senate under the present 
rulea are well understood by tbe con- ', 
fareee, and the conviction is gradually 
forcing itself upon them that the safest 
course is to purane the course which 
will not require any further action by 
tho senate. The house members of the 
conference are loath to give up their 
resolutions, hut it ia understoo'd they 
will do ao if it ia made necessary to secure 
tho concurrence of the two bodies. 


Senator Cameron's contribution to the 


senate reaolution that the friendly 
offices of the United States should be 
offered by the President to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of the 
independence of Cuba is antagonized by 
the house conferees, one of whom aaid it 
would be equally diplomatic and proper 
to offer friendly oflices to Great Britain 
for the attainment of Canada's inde- 
pendence. 
On tbe ether band, the 


clause of the house resolutions looking 
to intervention to protect tbe interests 
of the United Statea ia oppoaed* by the 
senatorial side of the conference al- 
though the house cnnferRRg think it more 
tenable than the Cameron clause. Con- 
cerning the expression of sympathy with 
tbe insurgents and the recommendation 
that the United States should accord 
them belligerent rights, there wae no- 
great controversy of personal opinions. 


In case the senate resolutions are ac- 


cepted by the conference, tbe question 
will again be thrown into the house and 
in all probability more debate may be 
had in that body when the conferees 
make their report and several, members 
are preparing speeches iu anticipation of 
the opportunity. Cuba's most ardent 
partisans on the foreign affaire commit- 
tee think the matter of words ia of small 
importance, and that congress should 
present a solid front to other nations in 
the matter.
